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HANOI REJECTS POWS. TOUGHENS PEACE LINE 

NORTH VIETNAM suddenly canceled the repatri¬ 
ation of 13 ill and disabled North Vietnamese prison¬ 
ers of war Thursday, even as they were sailing home 
from Vietnam. Hanoi negotiators also hardened their 
line at the deadlocked Vietnam peace talks in Paris. 
The North Vietnamese information agency AVI an¬ 
nounced arrangements to receive the prisoners had 
been canceled and Hanoi would not accept their re¬ 
turn. The 13 North Vietnames had already sailed from 
Da Nang. South Vietnam, aboard an American trans¬ 
port on a lOOmile trip to the Ben Hai river in the 
Demilitarized Zone, to be delivered to northern author¬ 
ities. They were part of a group of 660 sick and 
wounded North Vietnamese troops who had been 
captured in the south and held prisoner. The Saigon 
government offered last month to repatriate them and 
Hanoi, after some delays, had originally agreed to 
take them back. But 2 days before the transfer, Sai¬ 
gon announced, following a screening of the prisoners 
by the International Red Cross, that 547 wanted to 
stay in North Vietnam. North Vietnam denounced the 
whole affair as a "dishonest maneuver” by the United 
States and South Vietnam. The cancellation statement 
came as a surprise to the South Vienamese delegation 
as it had received no reaction from Hanoi officials 
when the repatriation was brought up in Thursday’s 
session The announcement came after the session 
ended. Earlier, chief Hanoi negotiator Xuan Thuy said 
a rapid deadline for the withdrawal of U.S. troops was 
‘‘crucial and inseparable” from the overthrow of the 
Saigon government as the price for peace in Vietnam. 

BOMB PLOT ISOLATES LISBON, MARS NATO CONFERENCE 

A WELL-ORGANIZED bomb plot isolated Lisbon, 
Portugal, Thursday, leaving it without international 
communications for hours, and marred the opening 
day of a North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
foreign ministers conference. At least four bombs ex¬ 
ploded in downtown Lisbon and the nearby town of 
Sacavem. They blew up a telephone switching center 
for international communications in Lisbon and a tele¬ 
phone substation in Scavem. Police said the blast dis¬ 
rupted all communications into and out of Portugal 
and blamed an anti-government guerilla group for 
seeking to embarass the Portugese regime as it played 
host to the NATO meeting. The pre dawn explosions 
came just hours before the 15 foreign ministers offi¬ 
cially opened their two-day spring conference to forge 
a common reply to the recent Soviet offer to discuss 
mutual east-west troop cuts in Europe. A government 
spokesman said there were no casualities. He refused 
to confirm or deny a report that another bomb was 
discovered before it could explode at the parliament 
building where the NATO ministers met. 

SOUTH VIET FORCE SLAUGHTERED IN CAMBODIA 

A SOUTH VIETNAMESE armored infantry task 
force lost nearly half its manpower when North Viet¬ 
namese troops drove it out of the Cambodian town of 
Snuol earlier this week, military sources said Thurs¬ 
day. Losses mounted far more than previously report¬ 
ed. Officers of the 2,000-man 8th Armored Task Force, 
which pulled back to Vietnamese border, 80 miles 
north of Saigon, after being hit by a full-scale Com¬ 
munist division, said they lost nearly 1,000 men killed, 
wounded and missing during the five-day battle. They 
said the force left behind 50 trucks, 10 tanks, 14 arm¬ 
ored personnel carriers, 14 artillery pieces and 28 mor¬ 
tars.

HOFFA STEPS ASIDE AS TEAMSTERS PRESIDENT 

CITING HIS “present legal problems", James R. 
Hoffa agreed Thursday to step aside as president of 
the Teamster Union and endorsed Frank E. Fitzsim¬ 
mons. his stand-in for the past four years, to be his 
full-fledged successor. Hoffa, 58, is serving the fifth 
year of his 13-year federal sentence for jury tamper¬ 
ing and mail fraud. He disclosed his decision not to 
seek re-election in a letter to the Teamsters’ executive 
board in Washington, D C. The board, in turn, endorsed 
Fitzsimmons, 63, for a five-year term as president of 
the two million member union at its Miami Beach 
convention next month. Fitzsimmons announced the 
executive board’s decision. 

24TH BODY FOUND AT MASS MURDER SITE 

SHERIFF'S DEPUTIES found a 24th body Thurs¬ 
day and kept looking for more in the Yuba City, Cali¬ 
fornia mass murders. The body was found in the same 
general area where the previous 23 were exhumed be¬ 
tween May 20 and May 29. There was no immediate 
information on whether it bore the same knife wounds 
ns the others. Meanwhile, an automatic pistol and 20 
shells found on the Jack L. Sullivan ranch, site of 
most of the graves, were sent to the state crime lab¬ 
oratories in Sacramento for ballistics tests. A news¬ 
paper and television station reported that autopsies 
performed on the previous victims had turned up a 
bullet in one of the bodies. Sutter County Sheriff P.ov 
Whiteacker refused to confirm the reports. “I can't 
comment on that and I don't want you to imply any¬ 
thing from the fact that I can’t comment on that and 
I don't want you to imply anything from the fact that 
I can't comment,” he said.

Newton Loxver Falls resi¬ 
dent William H. Renke might 
yet save his home and a great 
deal in possible real estate tax 
money as a proposal of the 
neighborhood’s Project Area 
Committee (PAC) was ac¬ 
cepted last w-eek by the 
Newton Redevelopment 
Authority. 

The PAC, a group which 
represents citizens affected by 
the Lower Falls urban renewal 
project, requested the authori¬ 
ty to allow Renke to hold on to 
his home by moving it to a 
nearby lot set aside for him 
instead of demolishing it and 
forcing him to build a new one 
on the reserved parcel. 

The authority agreed to look 
into the request which had 
been made because Renke, a 
65-vear-old retired baker, has 
claimed that he could not af¬ 
ford the expense of replacing 
his house at 23 Atherton Place 
(in which he has resided for 26 
years), since the real estate 
tax for the new home would 
likely amount to over $1,500, 
more than 2 ‘i times the sum 
he is currently assessed.

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Judge Sullivan 

Judge George A. Sullivan, Jr., of Norwood was 
regarded as an excellent State Senator during the four 
years he served in the upper chamber of the State 
Legislature. ___ 

He has built a reputation as a good judge during 
the years he has presided over the Stoughton district 
court. 

Judge Sullivan is opposed to the war in Vietnam, 
and he has the same right as any citizen to his own 
honest beliefs and convictions. 

But he exercised extremely poor judgement when 
he took a day off from his judicial duties and partici¬ 
pated in an anti-war demonstration at the Kennedy 
Building in Boston’s Government Center. 

When he became a judge, he took an oath to up¬ 
hold the laws of this Commonwealth. As a judge,j 
he can hardly engage in acts of civil disobedience. Yet,! 
this is what he did at the Kennedy Building. 

The State Supreme Court is conducting an investi-| 
gation into Judge Sullivan's actions, and it would be 
understandable if that tribunal were to mete out some! 
punishment to him. 

In view of all the circumstances, conditions and 
Judge Sullivan's reputation for probity it would be 
better that the entire matter now be dropped. 

However, Judge Sullivan would do well in the fu¬ 
ture to adhere closely to the line of conduct expected 
from a member of the judiciary. That does not include 
any acts of civil disobedience. 


Repugnant Dream 

New York, sorely beset with financial woes, still 
finds itself a bit amazed by the early success of its 
Off-Track Betting Corporation’s operations. 

Like the golden-egg-laying-goose it has acquired a 
lot of “baby fat” in the form of the dollar cash it is at¬ 
tracting to its municipally-approved betting windows. 
Thus far at least, it has done much better than some 
of its most optimistic backers had hoped. It has avoid¬ 
ed the pitfalls which some of its detractors believed! 
were certain to come. 

OTB is flexing its new muscles. One of its strong¬ 
est selling points for gaining the cloak of legal respect¬ 
ability was the promise that it would sharply curb and 
even threaten oblivion for the big-time gambling book¬ 
ies. Nqw it head, Howard Samuels, is looking for more 
fields to conquer. 

Admittedly, OTB hasn’t put the bookie racketeers 
out of business. Samuels points out the bookies’ gamb¬ 
ling empires are not limited to horse-racing. He figures 
it is only a small percentage of their business, pointing 
out they reap fortunes through such sports as baseball, 
football and basketball. 

Samuels wants to include those sports in his OTB 
operation. If he ever succeeds, the golden goose will bo 
starting down the road of no return. 

There’s no doubt the gamblers have attached them¬ 
selves to the fringes of those heavily-patronized games. 
It’s very possible that millions are spent by people 
wagering on their outcome. 

Yet, the professional owners have done a pretty, 
good job in keeping the gambling element on the out¬ 
side. Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis and Babe Ruth 
led baseball out of what could have been its end after 
the Black Sox Scandal. Basketball has policed itself 
closely since the New York collegiate frauds. Profes-: 
sional football has used suspensions of stars like Hoi- 
nung and Karras to show it means business. 

The idea of linking those major sports with legal] 
gambling even on only one city, would be repugnant to 
those fans who really support them whether they pay 
at the gate or suffer the punishment of TV commer¬ 
cials. 

Instead of reaching for new sources of income OTB 
should come to the realization it’s still on trial and will; 
be for a long time.

COSMONAUTS MOVE INTO ‘FLYING HOTEL' 

THREE Soviet cosmonauts closed down their So.vez 
11 shuttle ship Wednesday and moved into the Salyut 
“flying hotel” that is equipped with conveniences 
ranging from vacuum cleaners to a reading library, the 
official news agency Tass said. The move indicated the 
men were settling in for a long stay aboard the orbiting 
25-ton Soyuz-Salyut scientific complex. Tass said the 
crew will finish putting the space station in order anti 
then begin tests designed to test the capabilities of the 
Salyut. Cosmonauts Georgi Dobrovolsky, Vladislav Vol¬ 
kov and Viktor Patsayev ''conserved the systems” of the 
Sovuz 11 space ship, which carried them aloft Sunday 
and docked into the nose opening of Salyut, Tass said. 

KOSYGIN SAYS RUSSIA READY TO TALK WITH U.S. 

PREMIER Alexei N. Kosygin said Wednesday the So¬ 
viet Union is ready to hold “businesslike" talks with the 
United States on a wide variety of issues ranging from 
the Middle East crisis to a mutual reduction of military 
strength in Europe. Kosygin said the Soviets were pre¬ 
pared to reduce their military force in Europe if North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization members adopted a "sin¬ 
cere position” toward similar cutbacks. He described the 
offer, first enunciated by Communist party General Sec¬ 
retary Leonid I. Brezhnev in a speech a month ago as 
“a new, important initiative.” 

SOUTH VIETNAMESE FORCES BOLSTER BESIEGED BASE 

A BATTALION of iiOO South Vietnamese paratroop¬ 
ers rode in aboard helicopters Wednesday to reinforce 
hilltop Artillery Base 5 which has been under Commu¬ 
nist siege for the past 17 days. American B52 bombers 
and AH1 Cobra helipocter gunships, plus Vietnamese A1 
jets, blasted the jungles around the base just before the 
airlift with bombs, napalm and rockets. They softened 
up the Communist besiegers so effectively that there 
was almost none of the usual antiaircraft, mortar and 
rifle fire when the choppers flew in. The paratroopers 
were the first reinforcements to reach shell-scarred Fire 
Base 5, 190 miles north of Saigon, since the Communists 
surrounded it May 23. 


EGYPT, ISRAEL PRESS U.S. TO STATE MIDEAST POSITION 

BOTH EGYPT and Israel urged the United States 
Wednesday to state clearly its position on the Middle 
East, each of them stressing that America holds the key 
to peace in the area. Prime Minister Golda Meir told the 
Israeli Knesset (parliament! in Jerusalem the United 
States must fulfill Israel's latest arms request or risk 
a “great danger to peace,” particularly in view of the 
new Soviet-Egyptian friendly pact. President Anwar Sa¬ 
dat of Egypt told his troops on the west bank of the 
Suez Canal that he is awaiting a statement of intent from 
Washington on U.S. plans in the Middle East. "I don't 
care about Israel: what I care about is America's 
Stance,” Sadat said in his visit to the Suez front. His 
remarks were published Wednesday in Cairo. “It the 
United States supports Israel’s occupation of our land,” 
Sadat said, "I will deal with it as a partner of Israel, 
But if it has other views, let it state them.”

SEN. KENNEDY AGAIN LASHES OUT AT ADMINISTRATION 

SEN. EDWARD M. KENNEDY has lashed out again 
st the Nixon administration for what he termed were 
“political decisions” made by Attorney General John 
Mitchell in last month’s mass arrests of antiwar May 
Day demonstrators in Washington. Kennedy said Mitch¬ 
ell's decision means, in effect, “the rights of the individu¬ 
als virtually be damned.” The Massachusetts Demo¬ 
crat compared May Day protesters to the strike actions 
of New York City’s municipal workers, which he said 
had caused a “much more dramatic kind of disruption 
In terms of the life and stability of that city.” And yet, 
“no mass arrests” were made there, he said. 

SENATE VOTES TO SLASH DRAFT CALLS BY 78-4 MARGIN 

THE SENATE voted Wednesday to slash draft calls 
to less than half the number taken during the peak 
years of the Vietnam War. By a lopsided 78-4 margin, 
members imposed a ceiling on new conscripts of 130,000 
for the 12 months beginning July 1, and 140,000 the 
following year. The ceiling can be exceeded only by act 
of Congress. Between 1966 and 1968, draft calls were 
running between 300,000 to 340,000 a year. But they have 
been steadily falling off and, in the current fiscal year, 
are dwindling to under 172,000. The limitation came on 
an amendment by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 
to pending legislation that would extend the draft for 
two more years. In one of the major surprises of the 
current session. Chairman John C. Stennis, D-Miss., of 
the Armed Services Committee, agreed not only to ac¬ 
cept a no-Ioonhole ceiling but rewrote Kenedy’s amend¬ 
ment to make it stiffer than it originally was. Kennedy 
said his amendment “virtually ties the hands of the 
President to escalate the war in Southeast Asia.”

U.S. JAPAN APPROVE TREATY RETURNING OKINAWA 

THE UNITED STATES and Japan approved a 
treaty Wednesday in Paris under which Japan will re¬ 
sume control over Okinawa, an island which U.S. troops 
seized in bloody fighting in 1945 and turned into Amer¬ 
ica’s largest nuclear base in the Pacific. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers and Japanese Foreign Minister 
Kiichi Aichi told newsmen after a three-hour meeting 
they have completed the final draft of the pact and will 
sign it simultaneously on June 14 in Washington and 
Tokyo. Under the treaty, the United States will pull out 
its nuclear arsenal and most military hardware from 
SO bases It has built on the island by the time Japan 
takes over again.

Some Vleltare Payments Are 
Highly Puzzling to Public 

Some of the payments to welfare recipients am 
extremely difficult to understand even though they 
may be legal and proper. 

State Auditor Thaddeus Buczko, for example, has 
focused attention recently on a number of highly un¬ 
usual payments by welfare offices in Massachusetts. 

In only one instance, however, was there any men¬ 
tion of Buczko’s disclosures being turned over to the 
welfare department’s fraud squad for investigation. 

That involved the alleged payment of $1274 by 
the Revere welfare agency for liquor which was 
purchased on a doctor's prescription. 

Buczko pointed out in his report to the welfare de¬ 
partment that it had been billed $469 for drugs and 19 
quarts of liquor during a 40-day period the welfare re¬ 
cipient was in a hospital.

Class of 71-a beginning 


The Class of 1971. It is a 
different world they enter com¬ 
pared to the world of 1967 when 
they entered college. And in large 
measure they had a part in the 
change. 

Those who have plugged 
their way through engineering or 
related fields will have a difficult 
time finding a job in one of those 
exotic industries along Rte. 128 this 
year. 

And yet this is what the 
Class of 1971 has moved for all 
along. When they entered college 
the Vietnam war was at its height 
There were 500,000 American ser¬ 
vicemen in Southeast Asia. The 
makers of the war machine were 
pumping out the bullets, the rock¬ 
ets and the radar sets. There was a 
barrel of research and develop¬ 
ment money around for the makers 
of new weapons. And everyone 
was fat. But the Class of 1971 was 
not happy. 

Class of’71 changed that 
In ’67 and ’68 effective demonstra¬ 
tions against the war in Vietnam 
began. There were few middle- 
aged ladies in sneakers or gentle¬ 
men with attache cases at those 
affairs in those days. Mostly, they 
were college students who opposed 
the war alone. And by 1968 the 
class was out to defeat a President 
to change the United States’ policy 
in Vietnam. The target that year 
was Lyndon Johnson and they 


defeated him. They could not elect 
a candidate of their own. 

But they did change the 
policy and now there are 14,500 
men being brought home every 
month from Vietnam. Again, the 
Class of 1971 may not be pleased 
with the progress but there is no 
doubt about the final outcome. 

When the Class of’71 
came back from the political cam¬ 
paign in ’68, they began to change 
their colleges. 

In the process, they 
changed some college presidents 
and made other major changes on 
the campuses. 

Class of ’71 backed a new 
hero whose name was Ralph 
Nader, who has been called, with 
his college “raiders”, the fifth 
branch of government, if you count 
the press as the fourth. 

And so the Class of ’71 has 
changed our minds about war. We 
are now coming home from Viet¬ 
nam. We have begun to make lim¬ 
ited progress on the talks for arms 
limitations with the Soviet Union. 
We have begun to care a little more 
about our rivers and our air. We 
are trying to give the consumer a 
break. For a change we have regu¬ 
latory agencies in Washington 
being made to think about 
regulating. 

The Class of*71 had a hand 
in all this. It may be the best 
commencement yet.

public parking, this usually 
results In cars intruding on¬ 
to adjacent residential 
streets. The situation was 
recently aggravated when 
the Gateway garage was 
allowed to charge a parking 
fee." 

"Many drivers coming from 
a northerly direction choose to 
by pass the bus service and 
proceed to the Newton Corner 
pike entrance, thereby flooding 
the square with cars during 
peak hours. Unfortunately, 
only last week, a traffic fatali¬ 
ty involving an elderly New ton 
Corner woman has served to 
dramatize this hazardous 
situation." 

Morris’ hill alms to 
remove parked ears from 
residential streets around 
Newton Comer and 
Watertown Square and at¬ 
tract commuters to mass 
transit by making it more 
convenient. 

To achieve this goal, the bill 
also would extend the bus line 
to the Big Buy/Kings parking 
area, a short distance up the 
street. The Riverside facility 
would serve to push through 
traffic further westward. Mor¬ 
ris considers it a long range 
investment in line with the

SENATE REFUSES TO IMPOSE DEADLINE ON ENDING WAR 

THE SENATE refused Wednesday to impose any 
deadline for an end to U.S. fighting in Vietnam. The 
controversial McGovem-Hatfield amendment that would 
have established a Dec. 31 deadline lor withdrawal of 
American forces was defeated 55 to 42. Minutes earlier, 
a freshman senator's compromise proposal to set a 
June 1, 1972, date was narrowly beaten 52 to 44. It 
was a firm foreign policy victory for the White House. 
But, at the same time, the votes uncovered new 
strength for a congressionally imposed deadline for 
withdrawal regardless of the consequences to the South 
Vietnamese government. This was bound to increase 
pressure on the President for a speedy exit from In¬ 
dochina. A vote on similar legislation last year was 
defeated 55 to 39. The measures both were amend¬ 
ments to the pending military draft bill. Sen. Lawton 
Chiles, DFla., fell only five votes short of a victory 
on his substitute proposal for a June 1, 1972 deadline 
that would have been automatically suspended if North 
Vietnam failed to release U.S. prisoners of war. Sens. 
George McGovern, D-S.D. and Mark O. Hatfield, R- 
Ore., the leaders of the Senate antiwar block, backed 
the Chiles’ compromise in a desperate last minute ef¬ 
fort to lure borderline votes. But the tactic failed as a 
majority of the Senate refused to impose a deadline 
that administration supporters contended would hog- 
tie President Nixon in his effort to negotiate peace 
terms with the enemy.

DEMOCRATS ACCUSE NIXON OF CENSORING N Y. TIMES 

DEMOCRATS accused the Nixon administration 
Wednesday of trying to censor the New York Times 
and Senate Leader Mike Mansfield pledged a thorough 
investigation to place all the facts about the paper's 
controversial stories before the American people. Sens. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, and George S. McGovern, D- 
S.D., two of the most vocal critics of the U.S. war 
policy, denounced the administration's court efforts to 
halt further publication of its series, based on a top 
secret Pentagon report. Church told the Senate the 
efforts were “contrary to the cherished principles of 
free speech and free press. It amounts to nothing less 
than censorship of the press." McGovern, only an¬ 
nounced candidate for the presidency, joined Church 
and attacked the administration for assigning federal 
agents to try and find the source cf the leak to the 
Times. Masfield told reporters the Senate would de¬ 
finitely investigate the facts exposed in the study which 
showed the public was kept in the dark as the Johnson 
adminisration escalated the war. Meanwhile, in New 
York, Arthur Ochs Sulzberger, publisher of the New 
York Times, said that the Nixon administration might 
try to benefit from disclosures in his newspaper about 
escalation of the Vietnam War by a previous adminis¬ 
tration. 

JUDGE SIDETRACKS PRETRIAL HEARING OF MEDINA CHARGES 

A MILITARY JUDGE at Ft. McPherson. Ga., Wed¬ 
nesday sidetracked the pretrial hearing of Capt. Ernest 
L. Medina on charges of mass murder at My Lai, and 
ordered a separate hearing on whether improper com¬ 
mand influence had been exerted to bring Medina to 
trial. “I will not allow a fishing expedition,” said Col. 
Kenneth A. Howard, the judge, in ordering the sep¬ 
arate hearing which will begin next Monday. 

NATIONAL ‘LOYAL TO BOYLE’ MINERS' STRIKE GAINING 

A “LOYAL-TO-BOYLE” strike by the nation’s soft 
coal miners gathered momentum for the third con¬ 
secutive day Wednesday despite a warning the walk¬ 
out had created a national emergency. The strike was 
a protest over removal of United Mine Workers Presi¬ 
dent W. A. “Tony” Boyle as a trustee of the union's 
welfare and retirement fund. Boyle, ordered removed 
by a federal court, was replaced as a trustee by UMW 
general counsel Edward L. Carey. Boyle, who returned 
to Washington Wednesday after a trip to Chicago, sent 
a letter to all UMW locals in which he urged the miners 
to end “any unauthorized wotk stoppage.” He said, 
“These matters must be left to final determination by 
the judiciary," An estimated 80,000 miners in six states 
were off the job. Miners in Illinois were the latest to 
Join the protest strike which began Monday in the 
southern West Virginia coal fields. 

PERSONAL INCOME SHOWS SUBSTANTIAL JUMP IN MAY 

PERSONAL income increased substantially in May, 
the government reported Wednesday, and one of its 
top economists predicted a boost in consumer spend¬ 
ing that could help pull the economy out of the dol¬ 
drums. The Commerce Departent announced not only 
that wages, salaries and other personal income had 
reached a record $847.4 billion, seasonally adjusted 
annual rate last month, but that home build¬ 
ing activity reached a seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of 1.93 million units. The annual rate of 
personal income, which includes wages, salaries, rent. 
Interest, welfare payments and all other forms of in¬ 
come to individuals, was $6 billion higher in May than 
In April. The increase was almost half again as much 
as the $4.6 billion advance recorded from March to 
April.

ISRAEL CONSIDERS CALLING FOR SPECIAL UN SESSION 

ISRAEL was reported Wednesday to be consider¬ 
ing calling for a special session of the U N. Security 
Council to condemn the Arab guerrilla bazooka attack 
on an Israeli-chartered oil tanker in international wa¬ 
ters. The Israelis already have made clear they take 
a serious view of the attack Friday by guerrillas of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine on 
the tanker Coral Sea at the entrance of the Red Sea. 
The 68,000-on tanker, bound for Eilat, was hit by nine 
rockets fired by four guerrilla speedboots as it steam¬ 
ed through the Bab el Mandeb Straits. The rockets 
touched off fires which raged for 45 minutes hut no 
casualties were reported. U.N. Secretary General Thant, 
after meeting with Israeli Ambassador Yosef Tekoah 
In his New York headquarters Tuesday, issued a state¬ 
ment denouncing the attack as a threat to all civilian 
shipping. 

COMMUNISTS ATTACK SUBURB OF PHNOM PENH 

VIET CONG commandos, backed by mortar and 
rocket fire, struck into a suburb of Phnom Penh early 
Wednesday in the first Communist attack inside the 
Cambodian capital in five months. Officers said they 
destroyed three Cambodian navy guard posts before 
withdrawing. Officers at the scene said four Cambodian 
sailors were killed and four wounded in the commando 
attack just four mies north of downtown Phnom 
Penh. In South Vietnam, dug-in North Vietnamese 
troops poured rocket and mortar fire into South Viet¬ 
namese positions just below the Demilitarized Zone. J\ 
U.S. Army Huey helicopter was shot down and two 
crewmen killed as B52 Stratofortresses flew two mas¬ 
sive bombing raids to back a government drive aimed 
at smashing a Communist buildup in the jungled 
mountains near the DMZ buffer zone.

Solons Move 
For More Car 
Safety Cans 

The State Legislature is con¬ 
tinuing its efforts in the direc¬ 
tion of better safety criteria 
for motor vehicles, Represen¬ 
tative Theodroe D. Mann 
reported today. 

Legislation initiated by him 
and calling for better designed 
automobile bumpers, 
Representative Mann noted, 
has successfully passed the 
House and Senate and after 
amendment to incorporate 
recommendations made by 
Governor Sargent, is expected 
to be signed into law. 

When enacted the legislation 
will require new cars to have 
bumpers that will withstand 
impact at five miles per hour 
at the front end, and two and 
one half miles for the rear. 

Representative Mann’s 
legislation empowered the 
Governor’s Highway Safety 
Committee to conduct in¬ 
vestigations to establish ade¬ 
quate safety criteria for motor 
vehicles. Objectives of the 
study was to reduce the high 
incidence of bodily injuries and 
deaths due to motor vehicle 
accidents and to reduce the 
cost of repairs and damaged 
cars.

Eighl-Cents-A-Ride

Some of our major city rapid transit and public 
transportation officials have been getting a surcease 
from their drab, complaint-ridden, every-day existence! 
through the medium of a bit of foreign travel now 
and then. 

It seems that whenever some foreign city stages 
a celebration of a new-born transit system, it has be¬ 
come fashionable to place the names of American 
transportation experts on the top of the invitation list. 

Sole exception has been Moscow, but with Pravda 
as cheer-leader the ponderous Red propaganda machine 
made sure the world knew all about its newest subway 
facility. Paris and Montreal got some real prestige 
mileage out of its invitations to our American experts. 
They came home raving about those cities’ new ultra¬ 
clean, ultra-efficient subways. 

Latest to employ the invitation bit to attract at 
tention to a new subway was Mexico Ciy. Dr. William 
J. Ronan, head of the New York State Transportation 
Authority, topped the U.S. delegation. Among his re¬ 
sponsibilities is the Long Island Railroad, which has 
never sent anyone into ecstacy. 

Ronan and his fellow American experts found 
Mexico City’s new subway — clean, modern, computer- 
controlled and comfortable. They also found the fare 
was eight cents a ride. 

We know of no American system which could 
come close to matching those qualifications. 

The proud Mexicans are calling their 25.5-mile 
underground network the world’s most modern and 
beautiful. With France providing the financing and 
most of the equipment, it was built at a comparatively 
reasonable cost. 

Lucky Mexico City. Lucky Moscow. Lucky Paris. 
Lucky Montreal. 

Dr. Ronan and his fellow American experts have 
probably forgotten, or, possibly, never knew, there 
was a day when one of the greatest of the United 
States’ boasts was its seemingly inexhaustible capacity 
to build and operate the best in public transportation. 

Even Boston, a pioneer in the field, has forgotten 
the days when its new subway was regarded as a model 
for cities everywhere, and South Station was one of 
the world’s top rail terminals. 

Times have changed. Maybe, one of these days, 
our travelling experts will return from one of their 
foreign sojourns with some practical mass transporta¬ 
tion ideas and the know-how for putting them to work.'

False Leadership 

A Spanish-American professor in New York boasts 
his ethnic group has resisted Americanization — parti¬ 
cularly in the matter of the language — better than! 
most other groups. 

That’s a strange boast. Today in our major cities 
one in 20 persons is of Spanish origin, according to 
credible statistics. The percentage has risen swiftly 
since the end of World War II when a migration from 
Puerto ftico became apparent and since the days of 
Fidel Castro’s rise to power in Cuba. 

Since this nation’s earliest days a language bar¬ 
rier has served as probably one of the most difficult 
of assimilation problems even in a professedly “Melt¬ 
ing-Pot” country. Yet, the flow of immigrants from the 
Old World quickly proved to themselves and to America! 
that it was no insurmountable handicap. 

Certainly, there were manifold difficulties but 
second generations were quick to show those traceable 
to language could be overcome. They did not surrender 
the age-old cultures they brought with them — indeed, 
they demonstrated that America itself could profit 
from those cultures. 

The inborn love for a mother tongue is under¬ 
standable. It is a love not to be easily cast aside, and 
it can endure through generations — even after the 
passage of time erases all but a few words or phrases. 

Beyond that love is the practical need of making 
a living in their newly-adopted home. 

There can be no doubt that many latter-day ar¬ 
rivals with Spanish language backgrounds are suffer¬ 
ing disadvantages because of their inability to under¬ 
stand English. It is paramount, particularly for their 
children’s future, that our schools do much more to 
ease and finally dissipate that disadvantage. 

Those who seek to hinder or prevent that process 
serve no good. Definitely they cannot consider them¬ 
selves true leaders.

Ex-Sen. McCarthy Is Unable 
To Get A Campaign Underway 

Former Senator Eugene McCarthy has been mak 
ing tests to ascertain how much support there would 
be for him as a candidate for President next year. 
Persons close to him indicate he has found little to 
encourage him. 

The college students and other young people 
who swarmed into his camp in 1968 are now disil¬ 
lusioned with McCarthy. Many of his old supporters 
have joined Senator George McGovern, hut they 
are divided generally among all the candidates. 

McCarthy has talked about organizing a third party, 
but political experts in Washington express doubt that 
he has the political strength to do so or to ggt any¬ 
where in another bid for the Presidency.

Obviously, you 
can’t have a bunch of beaters rois¬ 
tering through the woods yelling 
whatever comes to mind. Things 
are confusing enough. 

And field sports involve 
dogs and wild animals, both of 
which deserve respect (More so 
than some hunters, but that’s 
another problem.) 

Respect involves using the 
right word. The umpire at Fenway, 
after all, could just stroll out and 
say “Alright youz guys, let’s get 


this game over with.” 

But he doesn’t, he says 
“Play ball”. Thus are traditions pre¬ 
served. 

The language of field 
sports tries to do two things at 
once: be precise, and be respectful. 

And hares deserve just as 
much respect as foxes and stags. 

For none of these is it either pre¬ 
cise or respectful to yell “There 
goes the little runt!” 

For hares, properly, one 
has two and only two shouts to 
shout: “Gone away!” (modem and 
common), or the traditional “Le 
voy, le voy!” which is bad French 
for “It is seen.” And, very precisely, 
the “it” that is seen is a hare. 

If you didn’t know that, 
back in England, you just weren’t a 
gentleman. You were, in fact, a churL 

Well, no one is going to be a 
churl these days just because he 
goes around yelling “Tallyho!” at 
rabbits. Nor will shouting “Gone 
away!” make him a gentleman. 

But it’s part of the fun, the 
tradition, the hunting coats, stirrup 
cups, soft sheen of oiled leather, 
voice of the hounds, all the good 
things.

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NIXON GIVES VIET WAR STUDY TO CONGRESS 

PRESIDENT NIXON turned over the House and 
Senate leadership Wednesday copies of the entire 47- 
volume Pentagon study of the Vietnam War, still stamp¬ 
ed Top Secret, and continued the government battle to 
prevent their further publication in the press. The White 
House said Nixon made the documents available to Con¬ 
gress because partial disclosure in the New York Times, 
Washington Post and Boston Globe might give “a dis¬ 
torted impression of the report’s contents" on which to 
make official judgments. The President told Senate 
Democratic leader Mike Mansfield at a White House 
breakfast the joint congressional leadership could make 
any use of the documents they wished, providing they 
honor regulations governing classified material. The 
volumes were dispatched under security guard from 
the Pentagon. Speaker Carl Albert ordered the House 
copis deposited with the Armed Services Committee. 
Sen. Allen J. Ellender, D La., the Senate president pro 
tem, said the papers might go to the Armed Services 
Committee, although the foreign relations committee 
had demanded jurisdiction. Reps. John E. Moss, D Calif. 
and Ogden Reid, R-N.Y., meanwhile filed suit in U.S. 
District Court under the Freedom of Information Act 
to try to force the Peitagon to release the entire report 
to tlie public. The Times, Post and Globe have been 
temporarily restrained by federal courts from publish¬ 
ing further documents based on the secret Vietnam 
documents. Meanwhile, a fourth paper, the Chicago 
Sun-Times began publishing excerpts from secret re¬ 
ports Wednesday. 

ARMY OFFICERS DENY PRESSURE BROUGHT IN MY LAI TRIAL 

THE GOVERNMENT called 3 witnesses Wednesday 
to counter claims that command influence was exerted 
in bringing Capt. Ernest L. Medina to trial on charges 
of atrocities at My Lai. Col. Robert E. Miller, chief of 
the Army military justice division at the Pentagon; 
Col. Henry J. Oik, staff judge advocate at Ft. Riley, 
Kansas; and Col. Charles H. Curtis, chief of staff at 
Ft. Carson, Colo, each denied threatening a soldier un 
less he testified against Medina. The current hearing is 
on a defense motion to have Medina's case thrown out 
on the ground of improper command influence. The 
defense has offered 17 other motions for dismissal.

MISSING BOXFORD GIRL, IS, FOUND IN NEW HAMPSHIRE 

FIFTEEN-YEAR-OLD Barbara Anderson, who van¬ 
ished from her Boxford home Sunday, showed up in 
Portsmouth, N.H., Sunday and told police she had been 
abducted by 4 persons. The manager of the motel where 
she said she was held since Sunday, however, said she 
had checked in alone and had no visitors during her 
stay there. Fred J. Bailey, manager of Howard Johnson's 
Motel in Portsmouth, said she ‘‘checked in alone at 3 p.m. 
Sunday, under the name of Nealson, paid one day in 
advance and then returned Monday and paid for two 
more. She had no visitors to my knowledge,” Bailey said, 
"To me it looks like a mixed up kid and distraught par¬ 
ents.” Barbara had a tearful reunion with her parents 
at the police station and returned with them to Boxford. 
The only apparent injury to the girl, who said she had 
been unconscious since Sunday, was a mark on her left 
cheekbone. Barbara walked up to Harold Larson, who 
was washing his car in the driveway of his home on 
Greenland Road and told him “I'm Barbara Anderson of 
Boxford and I was kidnapped.” Lt. Leo McNulty of the 
Massachusetts State Police said Barbara told authorities 
she was unconscious from a blow' on the head since Sun¬ 
day and woke Wednesday morning in the motel, to 
find herself guarded by a man who had a stocking over 
his face. 

BOSTON ORDERED TO END SCHOOL RACIAL IMBALANCE 

THE MASSACHUSETTS COMMISSION AGAINST 
DISCRIMINATION (MCAD) ordered the Boston School 
Committee Wednesday to end racial imbalance in the 
city's public schools by September 1972. The MCAD, 
after 15 days of public hearings, directed the city to set 
up a central administration within 6 weeks to. oversee its 
open enrollment program. It also ordered that the open 
enrollment program be employed “only where it will 
decrease racial imbalance or have a neutral effect upon 
th racial composition of the schools.” The commission 
also ordered boundary lines of all school districts be 
promptly redrawn to “maximize racial integration of 
students in accordance with the state Racial Imbalance 
Act." The MCAD’s legal counsel, Leonard DePaola, said 
If the city did not meet the deadlines for integrating its 
schools, the commission will seek a court order to force 
lt to comply. The commission also ruled that the city's 
open enrollment system, which provides that a pupil may 
enroll in a school outside his district if a desk is avail¬ 
able, violates “not only the Fair Educational Practices 
statute but the governor’s Code of Fair Practices, the 
state’s Racial Imbalance Act and the 14th Amendment 
to the U.S. Constitution as well.”

COSMONAUTS SET SPACE ENDURANCE RECORD 

THREE COSMONAUTS aboard the Salyut orbital 
station set a new spaceflight endurance record early 
Thursday and brought man nearer to conquering the 
problems of weightlessness. Georgi Dobrovolsky, Vladi¬ 
slav Volkov and Viktor Patsayev became the men to 
stay longest in space at 54 minutes past midnight 
Thursday (5:54 p.m. Wednesday, EDT). They eclipsed 
the 17 days, 16 hours 59 minute mark set by Cosmon¬ 
auts Andrian Nikolayev and Vitaly Scvastianov on June 
19, 1970. The Tass news agency said Wednesday the 
cosmonauts were enjoying normal health despite nearly 
18 days of weightlessness. 

KOREA PONDERING WITHDRAWAL OF FORCES FROM VIETNAM 

SOUTH KOREA, the biggest foreign troop contri¬ 
butor to the allied war effort in Vietnam, is considering 
total withdrawal of its 48,000 man force in the next 18 
months, it was learned Wednesday. Korea’s tentative 
decision was understood to have upset both U.S. and 
South Vietnamese officials. Saigon was reported to be 
urging Korea to delay any withdrawals of its tough, 
seasoned troops at least until next spring, after an ex¬ 
pected Communist offensive during the dry season. The 
State Department acknowledged the reports in Washing¬ 
ton but commented “no decision has yet been made as 
to the timing and the level of reductions." Seoul’s plan, 
based ostensibly on improvements in the South Vietna¬ 
mese army, was also believed influenced by U.S. force 
reductions in Korea and Vietnam.

Sarge Unable to Muster Tax 
Bill Support In Own Party 

One of the big surprises on Beacon Hill this year 
has been the inability of Governor Francis W. Sargent 
to command greater support within his own political 
party. 

For instance, the Governor’s tax bill would have 
been approved by the House of Representatives if it 
had received normal backing from Republican House 
members. 

Of the 172 Democrats who were recorded on the 
tax plan, 81 voted for it and 91 against it, with six ab¬ 
sent. 

That left a 10-vote deficit to be overcome from 
the support Mr. Sargent mustered from the 62 
House Republicans. 

But of the 62 GOP Representatives, .18 voted 
against the bill, 22 for it, while two were absent and 
didn’t vote.

They met recently with the men who directed the 
campaign which saw the election of Conservative Party 
Candidate James L. Buckley as U.S. Senator in New 
York State. 

The purpose of the sitdown was to obtain advice 
on the strategy to employ in pursuing their own politi¬ 
cal objectives. 

Robert J. Gilkie. executive director of the Ray 
State Conservative Party, declared after the con¬ 
ference that party leaders intend to hold a conven¬ 
tion next year and run candidates.

Crystal Lake 

The electric flow inducer continues to help 
keep this popular bathing beach free from 
bacteria growth. The lake is covered with a 
trained lifeguard staff seven days a week. 
Qualified Red Cross trained instructors 
conduct free classes daily for all skill levels 
from beginners to senior lifesavers and adult 
beginers. 

Gath Pool — located on Albemarle Road, 
Newtonville 

The Gath Pool heated water keeps attendance 
steady all summer regardless of air tempera¬ 
ture. The operation of the filtration system 
continues to keep the water in sparkling 
condition. Pool bottom is vacuumed daily 
before opening to the public. Swim lessons 
five mornings per week summer season, 
similar to Crystal Lake. 

Swim Team 

The Recreation Department Swim Team 
practices daily at Gath Pool and competes in 
an Eleven-Town Suburban Swim League. 

Sailing 

Four sailboats are provided by the Recreation 
Department at Crystal Lake, and a program 
of sailing classes is held in joint co-operation 
with Newton Chapter American Red Cross.

Enrichment Courses For 
Youth Begin July 6, 7

Start ins July 6 and 7, 268 
Newton public and parochial 
school students in a number of 
grades will he able to enroll 
Ion a first-come, first-served 
basis) in one of 11 programs, 
instructed by Newton teachers 
seeking to combine curriculum 
development with ‘enrichment’ 
activities. 

.Having a chance to 
participate in the Primary 
Education program will be 45 
children, ages 5-7. Here, four 
regular teachers will be aided 
by other teachers in working 
with two classes. 

For those entering the 
seventh grade (preferably), 
there will be 55 openings in a 
Junior High Math course, 
meant to introduce the 
youngsters to the subject. 

Of special value to students 
Intending to take biology, 
chemistry or physics in high 
school is the Junior High 
Science program, which will 
have 22 openings for children 
preferably entering the 
seventh, eighth and ninth 
grades. 

Another course, which will 
focus on Newton as a place, 
community and suburb of 
Boston, will be available for 45 
youngsters of junior high 
school age. 

Morning classes. 
Independent projects and field 
trips will highlight the pro¬ 
gram entitled "Students and 
the Law”, which 12 teenagers, 
preferably in the 10th and 11th 
grades, will be able to take 
part in. 

Also offered will be several 
technical-vocational courses, to 
be held at Technical High 
School in Newtonville. 

Automotive Repairs, a six- 
week course running until 
the Newton High Summer 
School will be required. 

Other technical-vocational 
programs - all of three-week 
durations - will be Carpentry, 
Drafting, Electronics, Machine 
Shop and Sheet Metal. 

The classes will be limited to 
10 st.fdents, although Drafting 
and Electronics may go to 15. 

In the tech-voc courses, basic 
skills will be taught, in¬ 
troduction to a subject pro¬ 


vided, and the chance to make 
the subject a career choice will 
be explored. 

In addition to Technical 
High, the courses will be given 
at Mason-Rice School in 
Newton Centre and FA Day 
Junior High in Newtonville. 

They will be held from 9 a.m. 
to noon, with their duration 
being from two to six weeks.

' In discussing the sites, the 
Housing Committee Chairman 
said that the Housing Au¬ 
thority, when it sought to put- 
chase a portion of f he Victory 
Field site in Nonantuni, had 
been asked to come up with 
an overall, city wide nian fc-r 
low income housing. 

With regard to the Vic¬ 
tory Field site, It was point¬ 
ed out, that a private de¬ 
veloper lias offered a sub¬ 
stantially higher price for 
the land than the 23 cents 
P'-r square fool proposed hv 
the Housing Authoritv. The 
developer will meet with the 
Finance Committee at its 
next meeting to discuss his 
plans. 

The are also problems with 
the Crescent St. site. McDon¬ 
nell pointed out. The Recrea¬ 
tion Department which con 
trols the land has requested 
that the site be used as a plav 
lot for the neighborhood chil 
dren. 

In addition, the City Assess¬ 
ing Department considers that 
the land value greatly exceeds 
the 813,450 offered for the 
53,800 square feet of land by 
the Housing Authority. 

Finance Committee Chair¬ 
man Edward lehlein also 
explained that the Myrtle 
Baptist Church may not u»e 
the adjacent land sold to 
them, and if thev do not it 
would revert to the city. 

“We don't know yet. The 
Myrtle Baptist Church might 
be up for sale and perhaps the 
city or the Housing Authority 
might buy that piece of land,” 
he said. 

lehlein opposed holding a 

public hearing at this time be¬ 
cause of the uncertain status 
of the property. 


lehlein reported that the 
Finance Committee approv¬ 
ed the Housing Authority’s 
request to purchase the Up¬ 
per Falls land on Clrcut ave¬ 
nue and Tluirstoii road, 
Upper Fall for SI2,tktO for 
construction of housing for 
low income elderly. 

The Finance Committee 
Chairman stated that the city 
has owned the property since 
1893 and no one has sought to 
purchase it until now because 
of the presence of sizeable 
quantities of ledge on the land. 
He noted that a public hear 
ing would be requir°d for the 
rezoning, but in the meantime 
until the Housing Authoritv 
knows whether or not it can 
acquire the site it cannot 
progress in discussing the 
matter with HUD from which 
it would seek the financing. 
Uehlein also reported that 
there appears to be no neigh 
borhood opposition to the 
proposal. 

Aldprman Wi'Iiam Carmen 
questioned whether the 
Housing Authority has 
taken the necessary ste-s 
to determine If the Upperk 
Falls site Is huihlahle. If 
not, HUD would disapprove 
the site, he noted. 

Carmen also maintained that 
it would be "foolhardy” to 
progress with plans for hous 
ing on the other two sites un¬ 
der consideration if there is 
neighborhood opposition. 

He said that when housing 
for the elderly was first con 
structed in the city there was 
opposition but it has worked 
out and now it is accepted. 

Carmen, who was chairman 
o fthe Newton Housing Au¬

Referring to a recent Hous¬ 
ing Authority survey which 
seemed to indicate that 
gtrenuous objection existed 
among present authority 
tenants to the mixing of elder¬ 
ly and family housing, 
Alderman Louis I. Egelson Jr. 
'observed, "We should not shut 
out the possibility of the mix¬ 
ture until confusion over the 
- exact meaning of the survey is 
eliminated.” 

Of the 170 elderly project 
residents who responded to the 
survey, only eight percent ex 
'pressed a willingness to live in 
projects including families 
Vith children. 

On another question which 
asked whether elderly 
residents Would object to- liv¬ 
ing in the same building with 
1 families with children, only 
four precent indicated they 
would not mind such an ar¬ 
rangement. 

‘ What the confusion centers 
around, as Egelson seees it, is 
the interpretation of the 
response to a third question, 
which asked whether the elder¬ 
ly residents would mind living 
In the same project with 
families with children, but in 
different buildings. 

According to the Housing 
Authority, 30 percent of the 
‘ respondents noted a will¬ 
ingness in accepting that ar¬ 
rangement and, according to 
Egelson, ‘ If that 30 percent is 
taken for the whole sample of 
■ 170, it means some 50 elderly 
might be willing to have the 
mixture, which would make a 
good project."

Tips Given At 
Scuba Workshop 

Summer means sun and fun 
In and around Newton’s 
beaches and pools.

O’Brien is performing a service when he seeks to 
prevent any candidate from trying to buy a victory in 
a Presidential Primary. He is guilty of a disservice when 
he seeks to discourage the candidates from contesting! 
with each other in any state.
